Dear Mr. Galbraith: 

I have your letter of September 27, 1967 to the Attorney 
General enclosing copies of five resolutions which were 
adopted by the Forty-Ninth Annual Convention of The American 
Legion . 

The commendatory resolutions regarding the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and Mr. J. Edgar Hoover are highly 
valued and I have taken the liberty of forwarding copies 
directly to Mr. Hoover. 

Pursuant to your request, I appreciate the opportunity 
to comment on the other resolutions. 

With regard to Resolution 180, may I assure you that 
the activities of individuals involved in the voyage of 
the "Phoenix" in sending and actually delivering supplies 
to North Vietnam are being investigated by the Treasury 
Department to determine whether there is sufficient evidence 
to establish a violation of the Foreign Assets Control 
regulations issued pursuant to Section 5(b) of the Trading 
With the Enemy Act. These regulations prohibit certain 
transactions with North Vietnam or its nationals unless 
the transactions have been licensed by the Treasury Department. 

You may be sure that in carrying out our responsibility 
we will evaluate very carefully the results of the Treasury's 
investigation and take whatever action is warranted by the 
evidence.

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As to the procecution of I I Herbert 

Aothekcr and I I for their unauthorised travel 

to (forth Vietnam, Section 1135(b) of Title 8, United 
States Code re-quires United Stateo citizens to possess 
a valid passport when departing frcra or entering the 
United States during the time of a national emergency, 
and therefore purports to preclude the travel of citizens 
to certain countries unless they possess passports validated 
for travel to such a country. 

On January 10, 1967 , the Supreme Court in the case of 
United States v. Igub, 3G5 U.S. 475 , which Involved travel 
by United States citizens to Cuba, held that a geographical 
travel restriction imposed on an otherwise valid passport 
could not serve as a predicate for criminal liability in 
the absence of a speci fic ac t of Congress. In li ght of 
this decision, neither | | Aptheker, or I I who 



possessed passports at the time of their travel, are subject 
to prosecution under Section 1135(b) . 

We also investigated their travel to determine whether 
or not they violated the provisions of Title 13, United 
States Code, Section 1544 which makes It an offense for any 
citizen to use or attempt to use a passport in violation 
of any of the conditions or restrictions which it contains. 
However s in this regard we have been unable to develop 
sufficient evidence to warrant prosecution. 

With regard to the resolution requesting that^the 
Department of Justice investigate the activities of Stokely 
Carmichael to determine if he should be deprived of his 
citizenship, I should like to note that he is an American 
citisen, having acquired derivative citizenship through 
his father, and consequently, under existing law, his 
citizenship cannot be revoked. 

However, we are looking into his activities, including 
his travel to Cuba, to ascertain whether he has acted in 
violation of any Federal statute within our jurisdiction.

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In the event sufficient' evidence is developed to establish 
a violation of Federal law, appropriate action will be 
Tinder taken.

Perhaps this attitude can be clarified by 
the statement that our search is for appraisals and not merely for 
approvals . 

Because the next meeting of the committee will occur so quickly, I 
would welcome your early statement of your own schedule of avail- 
ability, and whatever suggestions you might be inclined to give at 
this time. -- *

INFORMATION FOR PASSPORT APPLICANTS 



1. This application must be executed personally before a Clerk of a Federal or State court authorized to accept pass- 
port applications or before a Passport Agent. The Clerk or Agent will give you all necessary information and guid- 
ance to complete this application. Complete all the information which is applicable, but do not sign application. 

2. Proof of United States Citizenship - - * 

Persons who apply for passports are required to present proof of their United States'citizenship. 

A previously issued passport may be used for identification and proof of citizenship, instead of documents indicated 
below, and shall be submitted with the application. 

A native born citizen shall present his birth certificate, or, if not obtainable, a baptismal certificate or certified copy 
of the record of baptism. If such primary evidence is not obtainable, such secondary evidence as census records, 
newspaper files, school records or affidavits of persons having a personal knowledge of the facts of birth may be 
submitted. However, a statement by appropriate authorities certifying no birth record exists must be submitted with 
evidence other than a birth certificate. To avoid delays, the applicant should ascertain from the Clerk or Agent 
exactly what, information the above documents must contain in order to be acceptable for passport purposes. 

A naturalized citizen shall present his naturalization certificate. Persons claiming citizenship through a native or 
naturalized citizen should read section C 2c. of Department of State M-265, "Information for Passport Applicants" 
or discuss their cases with the Clerk of Court or Passport Agent. 

Women married before September 22, 1922, or married to aliens ineligible to citizenship before March 3, 1931, should 
discuss their cases with the Clerk of Court or Passport Agent since;there are special requirements for proof of citi- 
zenship. 

3. Identification 

An applicant is required to establish his identity to the satisfaction of a Clerk of Court or Passport Agent through 
personal knowledge, the presentation of an acceptable document of identification or by an identifying witness who 
has known the applicant for at least 2 years and is a U. S. citizen. If a witness is required for identification the 
witness will be required to complete an affidavit. An affidavit form may be secured from the Passport Agent or 
Clerk of Court. 

The following documents are acceptable for identification purposes provided they contain the signature and either - 
a photograph or a physical description of the applicant: A previous passport, -a certificate of naturalization or-of 
citizenship, -a driver's license or a government (Federal, State, Municipal), industrial or business identification 
card or pass. 

4. Photographs 

Two duplicate photographs taken within the past 2 years shall be presented with the application. Both photographs 
shall be signed by the applicant. They shall be not less than 2% by 2% inches nor more than 3 by 3 inches in size. 

Photographs may be in color or in black and white. A pleasant, natural pose is recommended. The prints should be 
capable of withstanding a mounting temperature from 180 degrees to 200 degrees, Fahrenheit. Acetate or film base, 
snapshot, Polaroid or vending machine prints are not acceptable. Tinted photographs arc not acceptable- 
Photographs should be on thin, unglazed photo paper, show front view of applicant with a plain, light background. 
When dependents are included they should be shown in a group photo with the applicant. When it is not practicable 
to submit a group photo separate photos may be submitted. 

5- Passport Fees 

The fee required for the issuance of a new passport is $9.00. The execution fee is an additional $1.00 unless the 
application is executed before a Clerk of a State Court authorized to collect $2.00. 

Do not pay any other fee to anyone for filling in or executing this application or for obtaining the passport except 
postage and/or necessary emergency charges.

I On Wednesday, September 11th,. former Governor George 
Wallace and Vice President Humphrey appeared before the Convention. 
Wallace was politely received and applause for him> was restrained. His 
talk was a.reiteration of his. demagogue stand on various issues. Democratic 
nominee, Humphrey, was in the embarrassing position of having been 
contradicted. by the President on the.previous day. It will be recalled that 
on Monday, September 10th, newspaper headlines were to the effect that 
Humphrey had publically indicated that we would start bringing the boys home 
from Vietnam in late 1968 or early 1969. The following day, in his address to 
the Convention, the President stated "No man can predict when we will be able 
to start bringing our boys back home. " Humphrey received a mediocre 
reception. 

Republican nominee Richard M. Nixon appeared before the 
Convention on Thursday morning, September 12th, and was enthusiastically 
received by the Convention. He gave an excellent and timely talk. 

General Westmoreland* Chief of Staff and former Commander- 
in-Chief in Vietnam, was the speaker at the Commander^ banquet on Tuesday 
evening,- September 10th. General Westmoreland presented excellent material 
concerning the war in Vietnam. However, he is not|a forceful speaker and this 
detracted from his material considerably. 

Time did not permit me to visit the New Orleans Office.

With the Director's permission, I attended captioned 
meetings in Indianapolis, Indiana, October 14-16, 1968. * 

Numerous resolutions were acted upon and those which had 
any interest to the Bureau were carefully followed. Two resolutions calling 
upon Congress to enact Legislation 1 to bar members of the Communist Party 
from employment in Federal agencies were consolidated, carefully considered, 
and' adopted. The purpose of these resolutions and their wording calls upon 
Congress to enact a law or laws which would be effective in barring communists 
from Federal employment despite recent Supreme Court decisions. Another 
resolution called upon the Attorney General, the FBI, or any duly authorized 
agency to give the true facts of; the October 21, 1967, peace march on the 
Pentagon. This resolution emanated from the Department of Ohio and was 
the result of a news story in the CincinnatiEhquirer newspaper of November 23, 

1967, stating that Republican; House Leader Gerald R. Ford had stated that 
the White House had secret reports showing tliat communists organized the 
October 21, 1967, peace march on the Pentagon. At my instigation this 
resolution was rejected. 

Also considered at Indianapolis were future cities for forth- 
coming Annual Conventions. In order, the next Conventions will be held 
in Atlanta, Georgia; Houston, Texas? Portland, Oregon*, Chicago, Illinois; 
and Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

We also secretly decided that next year's National Commander 
(1969-1970) to be elected at the Convention in Atlanta, Georgia, during 
August, 1969, will be Milton Patrick^ a banker from Oklahoma. Patrick is 
well known to me, a staunch supporter of the Director and the FBI, and will 
make a good National Commander. Our files contain no derogatory information 
concerning, him. I had several conferences with him while in Indianapolis 
and we willhave-an excellent relationship during his term as Commander. 

The National Public Relations Commission budget for the 
forthcoming. Legion year was approved arid I was very happy to report to 
the National Executive Committee that this Commission, of which I am 
Chairman,.was able to turn back $1, 900 to the Treasury from this past year's 
budget. The Public Relations Commission met on both October 14 and 15, 

1968, and I reported to the National Executive Committee on October 16th. 
The program of The American Legion for this year, which was prepared by 
the Public Relations Commission, received an enthusiastic endorsement by 
the National Executive Committee and the Commission was commended by 
the National Commander for the outstanding contributions which it has made 
to the overall American Legion during the past several years.

What To Do Sans Shirt, Sans Hope 



By CHARLES W. WHITE 

One may reasonably suspect, judg- 
ing by recent troubles with the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average, that not a 
few Indianapolis executives would 
now prefer to interest themselves in 
something else. Not that this is 
expecially wise; Bernard Baruch, for 
one example, liked to use his out-of- 
pocket periods for review of his 
mistakes and studies of how to get 
well. And naturally, if "It" should 
go down far enough, there would 
have to be a bargain day at some 
point in the future, wouldn't there? 

How to get ready? I suggest, for 
the difficult present, thorough read- 
ing of one of the best (and cheapest) 
investment books in print: "Your 
Investments/' by Leo Barnes, Ph.D., 
of the American Research Council, 
Box 183, Rye, New York, or avail- 
able through Prentice-Hall, Engle- 
wood Cliffs, New Jersey. This 225- 
page paperback (they're big pages) 
comes out annually, so be sure to 
get the 1969 edition ($4.95). It can 
be obtained at local bookstores and 
the larger newstands, too. 



What does Dr. Barnes tell you to 
do? Basically, to figure out your 
objectives first and then, leafing 
through his 40-odd chapters, figure 
out a regular program and invest- 
ment vehicles that will suit your 
needs. 

Another ploy, of > course, is to join 
the brokerage trade— assuming you 
can't lick'em. To this end, an excel- 
lent new book from the Dow Jones- 
Irwin presses, "Go Where The 
Money Is," at $8.50, gives basic in- 
formation for brokerage house repre- 
sentatives. In passing, it tells the 
average reader lots of things he may 
need to know; for example, Chapter 
3 is about analysis of . economics, 
monetary and fiscal policy,. 

Money is the big problem these 
days: Alden Wells, of Exeter, New 
Hampshire, tells about it in a 
monthly report he publishes. His 
latest can be summed up quite 
simply: "Awful, and going to get 
worse!" 

This leaves the reader little cheer. 
We have some, nevertheless. Why 
not take up home basement; or garage 



handiwork, and forget about the 
stock market and the bank's attitude 
concerning loans? Howard Sams & 
Company's modern 2-volume "Do It 
Yourself Encyclopedia" (an Audel 
title) is as good as anything of this 
sort the writer has seen. These illus- 
trated, easy-to-read books will, at 
least, make you think you can do 
electric wiring and fix those front 
steps. 

I've saved my best solution to the 
sans shirt, sans hope, problem until 
last. This is a discovery. I found it 
in the big catalog of Herter's, Inc., 
Waseca, Minnesota, an outdoors- 
man's Bible. Title: "How to Get Out 
of the Rat Race and Live on $10 a 
Month." 

Wonderful. You can do it, man, 
and George Herter himself tells you 
exactly how. All you have to do is 
watch out for bears and wolves. The 
tale on page 368, how wolves ate 
up poor Crist Kolby in Alaska, alone 
justifies reading of this remarkable 
volume. Or, on page 350, "How to 
Kill a Wild Boar with a Shirt."

worked for the Colonel through his entire racing 
career. Young, a resident of California, took a months 
leave of absence from his work to come here and 
transform the aircraft to its museum status. Young 
was assisted by Turner s younger brother, Bill, who 
recently retired from the aviation department of Shell 
Oil Company. 

It was in this plane Turner won the Thompson 
Trophy in 1938 and 1939 at; speeds of 283.41 and 
282.53 m.p.h, in 300-mile closed course speed con* 
tests. In taking the 1939 trophy he became the only 
person to win the Thompson Trophy Race three 
times. Five years earlier he had won his first Thomp- 
son Trophy in a 300-mile race in which the average 
speed was 248,12 m.pJh* That year, 1934> he was 
flying a gold painted Wedell- Williams special with 
a Pratt and. Whitney engine he helped design. 

Turner loaned the gold plane to the Thompson Mu- 



seum in Cleveland in the early 40*s, but it's being 
returned to the Turner Museum to sit companion 
with the silver, Turner special. 

The gold plane bears the number "57" after one 
of the pilots early sponsors, Heinz "57/' The silver 
plane wears the number "29/* birthdate of the avia- 
tor, 

Turner was born September 29, 1895, in Corinth, 
Mississippi. He was one of six children in the farm 
family* At the age of 16 he left the farm and went 
to Memphis where he worked as a shipping clerk 
and then driver of a five-ton ice truck. Later he 
became a mechanic for Packard and Cadillac. 

When World War I broke out, he enlisted in the 
service as an ambulance driver but was transferred 
to the aviation section of the Signal Corps, where 
he earned his commission. 

At the age of 23, Turner left active service, bought 
half interest in a plane and operated The Roscoe 
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Dale Mason, administrative assistant to ^CoL Turner/ covers the 
Turner Special aircraft which has already been placed in the 



Turner Flying Circus, performing "death-defying" 
acrobatic flights, until 1925. 

His exciting and glamorous career was not always 
easy sledding, but bis flair for life and the lively— 
his showmanship— Kis colorful apparel concealed most 
hardships and to the,public revealed a swashbuckling 
aviator with a lot of courage and dedication to f ly- 
ing- 
in 1928 his* showmanship, qualities contributed 
much to his career in Hollywood^ where he introduced 
to flying such stars as Clark Gable, Fred *MacMurray, 
Joe Brown, JLoretta Young, and Miriam Hopkins. H 

But Turners major contribution to aviation as we 
know" it today was "speed.'' His belief in aviation's 
future and his competitive spirit were attracted to air 
racing. The goal of this Hero, of the 30 s was speed; 
his major accomplishment in the industry was speed; 
and his museum will be the only aviation museum in 
the world devoted primarily to speed. 

Dale Mason, administrative assistant to- Turner and 
a pilot who* has worked for Him for more than 4 a 
quarter century, says, "Without some of the items 
this museum, will contain, there couldn't be an air 
museum devoted to speed" He points out the Smith- 
sonian had asked for the Turner special aircraft in 
which he won the '38 and '39 Thompson trophies, but 
the request was denied when Turner learned it would 
be warehoused until space permitted its display.^ 

The Smithsonian and Wright/Patterson^ Air Force 
Museum are being consulted on t ways in which the 
museum trophies and Turner collection will be dis- 
played here. It will contain post cards, magazines, 
helmets,^ goggles, historical 4 material and: photographs 
of the colorful Turner, whon\ Ernie Pyle described as 
"the busiest cine man- aviation industry I ever saw." 
His busy-ness is what led to: his winning the Thomp- 
son Trophy three times; the distinction of being one 
of two pilots who won both the Thompson and Benclix 
Trophies (Jimmie Doolittlewas the other); winning 
the Harmon Trophy- twice and' the Henderson Trophy 
three times; sponsoring and commanding the only 
American team to finish (what's been called the 
"greatest of all air races") the McRobertson Interna- 
tional Air Race from London to Melbourne, Australia 
(in 1934); breaking the transcontinental record more 
times than any other person; receiving the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross in 1952 by an Act of Congress, 
for his contributions to aviation development and 
pioneering in speed flying— this was the first award 
in over twenty years by an Act of Congress and at 
that time one of six D.F.C/s awarded by Congress; 
receiving the Paul Tissandier Diploma, awarded by 
Federation Aeronautique International in Vienna, Aus- 
tria, for his contribution to private and sporting 
aviation. 

During World War II, Turner conducted a flying 
school in Indianapolis in which several thousand 
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Gilmorc will soon move fom the trophy room at the Turner 
home to the new quarters in the museum. 
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flight instructors were trained for the Army, Navy, 
Marine C<?rps, and contract flight schools. 

Following the war, he was awarded by the federal 
government authority to operate a local service com- 
mercial airline in the Indiana-Michigan and near- 
by area. The airline was founded in 1949 as Turner 
Airlines. Two years later Turner felt the airline was 
not operating as he expected, so he sold his stock. 
The airline, which became familiar to Hoosiers as 
Lake Central Airlines, recently merged with Alle- 
gheny Airlines. 

Items reflecting each of Turners accomplishments 
will be in the. museum, along with such mementos as 
an autographed picture of Turner from Orville 
Wright, photos of Amelie Earhart, Carol Lombard, 
and hundreds of personalities who have captured the 
interest of the world. 

In the event a non-aviation-minded patron finds 
he has paid the small admission to the nori-profit 
museum, he will probably find it worth the admission 
to see the Colonels four-door, 1929 Packard Phaeton 
touring car, which will be on display. The stately,, 
gray automobile is in perfect condition, according to 
Turner, . . . right down to the radiator cap or hood, 
ornament as it would be called now, which quite 
naturally is a silver airplane. He explained, "The 
Packard was my only ground transportation during 
my racing career/* 

But what about Gilmore, the playful lion club, which 
won the hearts of millions during the two and a ; 
half years he flew with Turner as, a promotion for 
the Gilmore Oil Company? The fowvmonth-old cub 
had his first flight on April 13, 1930. After flying 
000 miles with America's speed king, the lion was 
returned to the original owner in Los Angeles. 

When Gilmore died, he first visited the taxidermist 
and was then returned to the Turner, home, where he 
guards the vast collection of trophies and mementos T 
of "the man who flew with a lion." Gilmore will take a 
prominent spot in the new museum when it opens. 

This areas newest museum is the product of Roscoe 
Turner Aviation Foundation, Inc. Land was furnished 
by a land lease agreement with the Indianapolis Airv 
port Authority. Members of the Foundation board 
of directors include Col. Turner, Mason, French 'M. 
Elrod, Robert G. Elrod, Donald C. Cassidy, C. B. 
Smith, W. B. Schmoll, Fred Sommer, and Buford 
Cadle. 

The non-profit corporation will require a token ad-, 
mission to the museum, and proceeds above operat- 
ing expenses will be distributed on a state level to 
Boy Scouts, of America and Sons of the American 
Legion. *

when 200 couples in a 
community come forth with $20,000 
for a night's entertainment, it's a safe 
bet that it's for a worthy cause. The 
night was March 8. The place was 
the Indianapolis Athletic Club. The 
event was "Le Bal de Lumiere." The 
cause was the $15 million art 
museum which is under construction 
on the grounds of Oldfields. 

Tickets for the benefit ball sold 
for $100 per couple. Sponsoring 
organization was the Herron Museum 
Alliance. 

Indianapolis industry went to 
work for co-chairmen of the 
decorations committee, Mrs. John L. 
Carrniehael and Mrs. Robert M. 
Seastrom, and the fine arts ball 
turned "on" to be one of the 
brightest occasions on this year's 
social calendar. 

Robert F. Herzer, manager of 
Indiana sales for the Lamp Division 
of General Electric Corp., points out 
he and other businessmen 
participated in the planning of the 
lighting, although GE's major 
contribution turned out to be 
thousands of clear light bulbs in a 
variety of sizes— none of which were 
lit during the evening. Instead, the 
clear bulbs— more than it would 
take to illuminate one tower of 
Riley Center— were used to reflect 
the small lights in the base of each 
table centerpiece. Herzer points 
out the bright, new bulbs were 
shipped here from GE plants in 
various states. 

Jones & Laughl in Steel provided 
wire for fastening the bulbs in the 
arrangement. 

Another major contribution 
involved 70 silver bowls from Steel 
Parts Corp., subsidiary of Instlco 
(former International Silver). The 
bowls held the light bulb 
arrangements at the party and later 
were sold, with proceeds going into 
the museum fund. 

Inside each bowl, at the base of the 
light bulb arrangement, were six 
small bulbs powered by a unit of 
batteries from P. R. Mai lory & 
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Company. A Mai lory spokesman 
explained that size of the power 
source was the first factor, and the 
second factor was finding a unit 
which could supply power up to 
seven hours. 

Graham Electronics of C.lenclale 
and Mennier Electronic Supply were 
involved with the power -units for 
the centerpieces. Grahams assisted 
in the design, and Meunier supplied 
the wiring and light sockets for the 
bowls. 

The centerpieces also required 
stvrofoam, an insulating product: 
which Leslie Brothers usually sells 
by the truckload, but the sin all, 
required quantity was freely donated 
by the building materials firm. 

Butler University's pharmaceutical 
laboratory provided thin glass tubes 
and instructed committee members 
how to cut the ends from the tubes 
to create more of an asteroid effect 
in the centerpieces. 

Norton Company (formerly 
National Research Corp.) in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, a 
company which helped develop 
Mylar paper for the Echo space 
program, donated 21 pounds of the 
Mylar in a light weight, and R. D 
Piatt, Jr., of The Pratt Poster 
Company, rolled off 600 or 700 feet 
of heavier Mylar to decorate the 
bandstand and backdrop. The Pratt 
Poster Company uses this highly- 
reflective, material on point-of- 
sale displays for the automotive and 
petroleum industries. 

Inland Container Corp. supplied 
corrugated table tops which were 
covered with Mylar to resemble plate 
glass mirrors. 

Acrylic plastic was used to 
enhance the chandeliers in the 
ballroom. Robert L. Kiewitt, who's 
in the sales department for Meyer 
Materials, Inc., estimates his firm 
used its carbide saw blades to cut 
864 1" x 3' acrylic strips and 
punched an equal number of holes 
in the strips. Lawrie Landis, Ltd., a 
Zionsville firm, instructed the 
Alliance members on assembly 
of decorations and designed and 
installed the chandelier decorations. 

The display department of L. S. 
Ay res & Company provided 
illuminated wall panels behind the 
bandstand and at various locations 
in the adjacent Palm Room and 
French Room. 

Norman Sehnitker, director of the 
Lighting Sales Division of 
Indianapolis Power & Light, tackled 
the problem of exterior lighing. He 
and his crew began the installation 
on the Thursday preceding the 
event. The four trees in front of the 



building were laden with miniature 
Italian lights which were borrowed 
from the Merchants' Association's 
Chiistmas Committee. Two Luealox 
lamps flooded the canopied entrance. 
The units were borrowed from The 
General Electric Outdoor Lighting 
Division and Pyle-NaMonal Company, 
Steber Division. Dichro color 
lights at the Vermont Street 
entrance created a psychedelic 
effect on a sign provided by the 
advertising department of I PALCO. 

Public Service Indiana was 
involved from the beginning of the 
project. Bart Grabow. public 
relations director for the utility, said 
their graphic designer, Richard D. 
YVeightman, provided some sketches 
w hich laimclici I f he decoration 




project. "YVe were involved primarily 
in design and concept, rather than 
implementation or installation," 
Grabow explained. The talents of 
| aines Genders, photographer for 
Public Service, were also donated. 

The combined man-hours and 
material costs would probably be 
more startling than was the fantastic 
array of light in the ballroom. But 
one of the brightest spots on the 
horizon is industry's interest and 
willingness to help build Indianapolis" 
cultural environment. Industry went 
to bat, 200 couples had a ball, and 
Indianapolis is approximately $15,000 
closer to "home" in the Museum 
fund drive.

what is a children's Museum? 
It's a collection of historical, scientific, 
and natural history items, . . . and 
much more. It's a place where chil- 
dren discover and learn. It's a place 
to be enjoyed by adults who still have 
a young curiosity about life. 

The Children's Museum of Indian- 
apolis is a feather in this city's cap. 
The museum director, Mildred S. 
Compton, does not qualify her state- 
ment, "We have the finest collections 
of any children's museum, anywhere" 

Most of these unexcelled collections 
had their origins in the homes of 
Indianapolis families. When time 
came to find a permanent spot for a 
collection, the Children's Museum be- 
came the logical heir. 

The goal in recent years has been 
to fill in the gaps, to augment the col- 
lections so they tell a complete story 
to a curious child or adult. Museum 
officials feel that purchases must be 
made now before prices spiral more 
and while the sought-after items are 
still available. With the added em- 
phasis in recent years on museums 
and museum visiting, many items are 
already at a premium. And that, 
coupled with rapidly rising operat- 
ing costs, has made the Children's 
Museum look for a broader base of 
support, as have museums every- 
where. 

Within recent years civic responsi- 
bilities in many cities have shifted 
slightly from a few wealthy individ- 
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uals to the involvement of the busi- 
ness community. It is estimated na- 
tionally that industry gives .025 
percent of its profit to artistic en- 
deavors. That percentage amounts to 
something approaching $25 million 
annually. This union of business and 
arts is reflective of a statement by 
James P. McFarland, president of 
General Mills, that "American busi- 
ness cannot divorce itself from the 
climate in which it operates." 



"There is no admission charge at 
the Children's Museum, because those 
who use it the most are least able 
to support it," museum officials point 
out. 

The museum has fifty corporate 
members which provide approximate- 
ly 3% of the operating budget. Other 
financial sources are individual mem- 
berships, income from endowments, 
foundation grants, school grants and

Although museum officials say the 
primary need from business is greater 
financing, they express appreciation 
for other ways industry gives aid to 
the Children's Museum. "The mu- 
seum is a showcase for industries to 
exhibit their own collections," Mrs. 
Compton says. As an example, a few 
years ago, at Christmastime, the 
Children's Museum showed an excel- 
lent exhibit of antique Christmas 
cards from the Hallmark Historic Col- 
lection. Museum visitors flocked to 
see the early cards and to learn of 
the evolution of the industry as 
evidenced in the comparison of the 
old greetings with the more familiar 
current ones." 

Industry also creates exhibits 
which have a direct tie-in with their 
own businesses. One example is a 
unique exhibit built by IBM. It in- 
eludes working models of the scien- 
tific principles discovered by Leonardo 
da Vinci. This was one of the most 
successful exhibits shown here, mu- 
seum officials say, and the museum 
is on the waiting list to have this 
display return. 

One of the finest evidences of cor- 
porate help is the 1.00- year-old wood 
burning engine, the Reuben Wells. 
This antique product of the railroad- 
ing industry enables adults to recap- 
ture a tangible piece of their Hoosier 
heritage, and often produces for 
youngsters the exciting experience of 



boarding a train for the first time. 
The Reuben Wells was obtained from 
Perm Central through the efforts of 
many Indianapolis businessmen, in- 
cluding Otto Frenzel, a member of 
the board of directors of Penn Cen- 
tral. 

Other contributions include those 
made by such industries as Naegele 
Outdoor Advertising, who has given 
the use of billboards for promotional 
purposes, and by Eli Lilly & Com- 
pany which, in addition to other sup- 
port, has loaned the talents of their 
trained executives in the installation 
of the science gallery. 

One of the biggest all-out efforts 
of business is the Haunted House, the 
successful enterprise which is spon- 
sored annually by the Children's Mu- 
seum Guild. 

For five years Indianapolis busi- 
nesses have helped the Guild haunt 
an old house to raise money for the 
Children's Museum (and to provide 
constructive Halloween entertainment 
for the kids). Last fall over 50,000 
youngsters paid 50tf each to be 
"frightened," and (with little over- 
head) the profit was what every 
businessman dreams of. A listing of 
the companies that have aided in one 
form or another would be impressive, 
but it is interesting to note that five 
companies have sponsored a room in 
the haunted house each year: The 
William H. Block Company, H. P. 
Wasson and Company, J. C. Penney 
Company, Sears, Roebuck & Com- 



pany, and the House of James Beauty 
College. Burger Chef has given a 
coupon for free hamburgers with pre- 
sale tickets and this year provided 
40,000 give-away activity books for 
the youngsters. "Indianapolis busi- 
ness is what makes this project tick." 
Guild members point out. 

While seeking increased business 
support, museum officials feel the fa- 
cility returns something to the com- 
munity. "We feel we're a partner 
with industry in making the com- 
munity a better place in which to 
live and work. We feel our outstand- 
ing facility also helps recruit out-of- 
town employees. When the Chil- 
dren's Museum installed a science 
gallery, consideration was given to 
the fact that with this small beginning 
Indianapolis should have greater ap- 
peal for science-oriented men and 
their families/' 

Two generations now remember 
childhood experiences at the Chil- 
dren's Museum. Another is on its 
way. An estimated 160,000 visitors 
went to the museum last year. Be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 were adults. 

Museum officials feel these visitors' 
lives have been enriched and a natural 
incentive to broaden educational pur- 
suits has been provided. They say, 
"Such provision goes a long way 
toward keeping in Indianapolis the 
bright youth of today who will be 
productive businessmen tomorrow." B

The Boom in Indianapolis Persists 



Buoyancy in the Indianapolis economy is still very much 
in evidence. Manufacturing activity has provided con- 
siderable impetus in the local area since the first of the 
year, with the source of strength largely in machinery 
and transportation equipment production. The gains in 
January and February in local durable-goods production 
tend to confirm the results of a recent survey that sug- 
gested that considerably more expansion of capital spend- 
ing was likely in 1969 than was expected a few months 
ago. Expansion in this type production during 1965 and 
1966 resulted in a relatively favorable performance in 
the manufacturing sector of the local economy in those 
years and, consequently, the recent survey provides en- 
couragement that manufacturing activity in the Indian- 
apolis economy will be maintained at relatively high levels 
for some time yet. 

An effect of increases in manufacturing production has 
been reflected in a much-less-than usual decrease in Indi- 
anapolis area employment since the first of the year. 
Preliminary figure reveal that employment in both the 
manufacturing and non-manufacturing industries probably 
increased from mid-January to mid-February, the dates 
in each month when the State Employment Security Divi- 
sion makes its monthly survey. An increase would actual- 
ly be contrary to the usual seasonal change so that the 
seasonally adjusted figures undoubtedly reflected a sig- 
nificant increase, probably new highs. Unemployment, 
after seasonal adjustment, has remained at about two per- 
cent of the area's total labor force, the lowest level re- 
ported in two years. Certain skills are in relatively short 
supply, and an index of help-wanted advertising indicates 
that an intense search for skills has been necessary in 
several sectors of the local economy. 

New highs in payroll incomes in the Indianapolis eight- 
county area, of course, have been a result of the high 
levels maintained in employment. These highs, together 
with contra-seasonal increases in installment debt, have 
provided the wherewithal for significant increases in local 
consumer spending. Indianapolis department-stores sales, 
seasonally adjusted, rose to new highs in February, the 



second consecutive month in which a seasonally adjusted 
index of sales had increased. Weekly reports of local- 
store sales suggest that further gains may be expected for 
March. Retail trade in the local area has been unusually 
strong in the first quarter of this year, which develop- 
ment tends to belie the view that a curtailment o\ 
consumer spending is beginning to occur. 

In view of the trends reflected by these few business 
statistics, persistent strength still seems to be a character- 
istic of the Indianapolis economy and the search for sign? 
of a slowdown must: continue. The recent increases in 
bank-loan rates to new highs are a direct reflection of the 
failure of signs to appear that the inflationary pressure; 
have been alleviated. However, the pressures of credit 
demands have not been so great on Indianapolis-area 
banks as on those located in the major financial centers, 
Consequently, while astute allocation of available fund? 
has been necessary by local bankers in meeting credit 
demands, those legitimate needs of local borrowers foi 
non-speculative purposes are largely being met

"Senators" Cor each of the 50 Girls State sessions which have given 18,500 girls 
practice in the processes of state and local government earlier this summer). 
Each. brings to Girls Nation the party affiliation which she held at Girls State 
("Nationalist" or "Federalist"). Thus, after they have mastered the procedures 
of the Senate, they will hold Party Conventions, camoaigns and an election, and 
the winning party will, form an administration in which there will be an office 
comparable to yours. 

In former years, we have asked officials of the Federal ^Government to receive their 
young counterparts with an actual office appointment. Last year we experimented 
WLth a different idea which we are repeating this summer: The girls will remain 
on campus and each Girls Nation official will have actual duties to perform which 
will tie m as much as possible with the position she holds.

GIRLS STATE AND GIRLS NATION 



Girls State, culminated by .Girls Nation, is the youth citizenship training program 
conducted annually by the American Legion Auxiliary to give high school juniors 
practical experience in the processes of government and thus a clear understanding 
of their approaching citizenship responsibilities. 

GIRLS STATE SESSlONjfsponsored by 52 state and territorial Departments of the American 
Legion Auxiliary, are held each June or July in state capitals or on centrally located 
campuses in each of the 50 states, the District of Columbia and the Canal Zone. There, 
high school juniors chosen with the aid of their school principals for qualities of 
leadership set up their own miniature city, county and state government and learn to 
administer them according to the rules and procedures set by actual state and local law. 
They learn by "doing" it. 

From Girls State,; two Senators are selected to represent their constituents at GIRLS 
NATION, sponsored in the Nation's Capital in JCily by the national organization of f the 
American Legion Auxiliary* 

1969 GIRIS NATION will be held at American University, July 27th to August 2nd* 

GIRLS NATION in its first three days, will organize political parties, the "Nationalists" 
and the "Federalists" (witty the aid of practical advice from representatives of both 
the Democratic and Republican National Committees), holfl national conventions for the 
nomination of candidates, climax campaigns with a "national election" and install the 
winners in . office. 

From this point on, Girls Nation moves in a dual role: As a Senate, which meets to 
enact legislation, and also as a government administration, complete with elected 
and appointed officials. Girls Nation will then visit the White House and learn 
first-hand how the federal government functions through briefing sessions on Capitol 
Hill and at various Government Departments, including those of State and Defense. 

Next fail, when the girls return to high school as seniors, they will report to their 
classmates (as we?.l as to local civic, church and fraterpal clubs) on what they have 
experienced and learned as delegates to GIRLS STATE and to GIRLS NATION. By- summer's 
end, the American Legion Auxiliary thus will have added"i7,000 to 364,000 girls so, far 
trained as knowledgeable and experienced citizens through this program.

The sepond resolution commends the Bureau for its excellent 
work in the intelligence field against foreign and domestic subversives and 
resolves that the Legion "unanimously commends the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for its outstanding accomplishments, and its leader, J> Edgar 
Hoover, for his superlative leadership. 11 This resolution further resolves 
that The American Legion "supports the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
all its endeavors and urges that J. Edgar Hoover be retained as its leader." 
Letters attaching copies of these resolutions are being sent;by the Legion to 
the Director, the Attorney General, the President^ and Congressman Rooney, 
Chairman of our Appropriations Subcommittee, (copies of resolutions attached). 

Eleven resolutions condemning campus disorders were 
consolidated into one strong resolution. The Legion's previous strong stand 
against Students for a Democratic Society was reiterated. Other resolutions 
condemned the American Civil Liberties Union, the Black Panthers, and 
decisions of the Supreme Court with regard to school prayer. A number of 
resolutions dealing with varipus aspects, of law enforcement and law and order 
were considered and ail endorsed the. work of various law enforcement agencies 
and urged continued support of them. 

NEW NATIONAL COMMANDER: 

t J. Milton Patrick of; Skiatook, Oklahoma, was unanimously elected 
as the new NationarCommander for the Legion year 1969-70. Patrick is a 
banker and is personally known to me. He is a great admirer of the Director 
and the Bureau and is very interested in law and order. There is no derogatory 
information concerning him. in /Bureau files and ;a letter of congratulations over 
the Director's signature is attached. , 

MISCELLANEOUS: 

Secretary of Defense Melvih Laird was the keynote speaker at 
the opening session of the convention proper on August 26th. He gave a strong 
speech denouncing the arms cut and warned that any further cuts would seriously 
imperil our own defenses as well as our commitments abroad. He was very 
well received. 

Pat O'Brien, the movie actor was the speaker for the National

PROGRAM 

From its inception the Auxiliary was concerned 
with furthering The American Legions great pro- 
gram of service. Although often working on projects 
of its own, the Auxiliary has no program apart from 
the aims of the Legion. All of its services are by 
volunteers with the exception of a small headquar- 
ters staff who work under the supervision of the 
National Secretary and National Treasurer in Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana and Washington, D. C. 
Its strong appeal to members seems to be the oppor- 
tunity for service it affords (its unofficial motto is 
"Service, not Self") and the effectiveness of this 
service draws strength from the fact that it activates 
the same national programs in every part of the 
country and every level of operation. 
Service to the community, state and nation is pro- 
moted through more than 20 national programs, 
each of which is guided by a National Committee 
appointed by the National President. Eight of these 
either are primarily concerned with internal affairs 
or charged with the promotion of special projects. 
These include the National Advisory, Communica- 
tions, Constitution and ByLaws, Finance, Leader- 
ship Training, Liaison with Child Welfare, Past 
Presidents Parley, Publications and Women's Fo- 
rum on National Security Committees.

MOTIVATION 

For almost every man who served in World War I, 
there was a woman at home in support of his en- 
deavors, These women realized the need for dedi- 
cating themselves to peacetime service as they had 
to wartime emergencies. They wished to help their 
men uphold the ideals for which , they had fought. 
These were the underlying ideals of the American 
Legion Auxiliary. 

BIRTH OF THE ORGANIZATION 

It came into being in three simple steps on these 
historic dates: 

(1) NOVEMBER 10-12, 1919: An act of the First 
National Convention of The American Legion 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota, established the 
American Legion Auxiliary. 

(2) SEPTEMBER 27-29, 1920: The American 
Legion, in its Second National Convention in 
Cleveland, Ohio, officially authorized the na- 
tionwide organization of its Auxiliary. 

(3) NOVEMBER 1-2, 1921: The First National 
Convention of the American Legion Auxiliary 
was held in Kansas City, Missouri, by 335 dele- 
gates representing an original membership of 
131,000 women for the purposes of forming a 
national organization, adopting a national con- 
stitution and electing officers for the ensuing 

* year. 

Thus while the Auxiliary's inception, and its forma- 
tion at the local level, dates from the same calendar 
year as does The American Legion, it has held two 
National-Conventions fewer than its parent organi- 
zation. For example, 1968 in Legion history was 
the 50th Annual National Convention of The Amer- 
ican Legion and it was the 48th Annual National 
Convention of the American Legion Auxiliary.

TABLE OF ORGANIZATION 

The American Legion Auxiliary is organized into state 
or territorial Departments, multi-county Districts, and 
local Units. It functions, and has the same officers and 
much the same chairmen, on three levels: National, 
Department and Unit. 

There are 54 Departments (compared to The Ameri- 
can Legion's 58) which include one for each state, 
for the District of Columbia, for the territories of the 
Panama Canal Zone and Puerto Rico, and for the 
Philippines. The latter is its only foreign Department 
but in addition there are individual Units located in 
Canada, Denmark, France, Germany and Mexico. 

The work of the national organization is supervised 
by these ten National Officers (elected for one year).

ADMINISTRATIVE YEAR 

The work of the organization moves through the 
course of an administrative year that extends from 
its National Convention (dates and place deter- 
mined by that of The American Legion, but usually 
in late August) to the succeeding Convention. De- 
partment (State) Conventions may be held from 
late May to early August. The administration of 
local Units may change as early as in May so that 
the current objectives of any administrative year 
must be (and incredibly are) achieved in the from 
six to eight months between their announcement 
and implementation until the time that annual re- 
ports are compiled. Annual Meetings include: 

' NATIONAL CONVENTION: (dates and place 
determined by that of The American Legion) 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF DEPARTMENT 
PRESIDENTS AND SECRETARIES: (In 
the Fall) at National Headquarters in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana. 

AREA CHILD WELFARE AND REHABILITA- 
TION CONFERENCES: (Five of these two- 
day seminars for delegates from several De- 
partments are held from November to January 
annually, their sites rotating within the states 
involved.) The two-day Child Welfare Confer- 
ence normally follows the Rehabilitation Con- 
ference and is held in conjunction with that 
planned by The American Legion. 

WOMEN'S FORUM ON NATIONAL SECU- 
RITY: (Three-day February meeting held 
annually in the nation's capital with delegates 
from 17 national women's patriotic organiza- 
tions, founded by the American Legion 
Auxiliary and chaired by it on alternate years.) 
Attendance at all Forum sessions is open to 
all Auxiliary members. 

NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS: Annual half-day meetings just 
prior and immediately following the National 
Convention, and a two day "mid-year" meeting 
in Washington, D. C, either prior to, or follow- 
ing, the Women's Forum. 

GIRLS NATION: A six day exercise in the proc- 
esses of federal government (usually held the 
last week in July in the nation's capital for 
100 delegates from 50 Girls State sessions held 
previously).

COMMANDER^ MESSAGE 



At the outset of this message I am happy to report jthat eight resolutions, 
all dealing with various aspects of law and order, were approved by our National 
American Legion Convention in Atlanta, Georgia, this past August. 

They pertained to Disorders in Schools, Colleges, and Universities? Support 
of Law Enforcement Officers and Organizations; The Establishment of Law and 
Order j and Recognition and Commendation of Student Oi^ganizations Dedicated to 
Oppose and Control Unlawful Interference with the Educational Process of our 
Nation* 

We, as Legionnaires, fully realize the freedom of this nation depends 
.largely upon an enlightened' citizenship. Our tax supported schools, colleges 
and universities are the backbone of our educational processes; these along 
with^ our private scholastic institutions have, given the youth of our nation an 
opportunity to obtain an education* We> as Americans, desire to fulfill our 
obligation to educate our children and prepare them to achieve their rights 
and fulfill their obligations as future leaders of our country* / 

We are aware that a small minority of students are causing disruption 
within our high schools, colleges, and universities; they are imperiling, 
the peaceful pursuit of education by our youth. This small minority which 
includes the Students for Democratic Society, and other militant and 
communistic orientated organizations, have forcibly taken over educational 
buildings. They have destroyed property, seized^ teachers and administrators, 
obstructed and physically prevented students from attending classes and 
disrupted their educational 'studies; 

We, of The American Legion, are certainly in support of freedom of -speech 
and peaceful 'assembly,; but protest and condemn the unlawful use of force and 
violence, the injury to persons and* destruction of property in violatipn of the 
rights of others to pursue peaceably their education in our schools, colleges 
*and universities.

The vast majority 
of college students are intent on receiving an education, although they have 
been subjected to violence and coercion by the minority elements. These 
students have been denied the right to receive an education. They have 
accepted such violations of their basic constitutional rights in silence, 
fcithin the past few months, there have been positive action taken by the law 
abiding students. They have asserted their rights to an uninterrupted education 
by organizing to thwart the efforts of the unlawful minorities seeking to 
destroy our institutions of higher learning. Our decent and serious students 

•I* ^ ganized 811(3 successfully prevented the radical emements from interfering 
with the educational process by asserting the lawful will of the majority upon 
the lawless minority. • 

We, of The American Legion, recognize and commend the various student 
organizations who have overcome apathy and joined together in an appropriate 
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and successful endeavor to re-establish their right to pursue their education 
without unlawful interference. We urge the college and university officials 
and administrators to recognize, assist and encourage such student groups to 
greater participation in the orderly operation of our educational institutions. 

As your Department Commander, I urge each Legionnaire to support the 
mandate of our National Organization. I have attempted to apprise you of 
information, pertaining to resolutions mentioned at the outset of this message. 
Xet's each of us take an active part in making America 100% American again*

He£^ 
asked why. I had, been unable to attend the^dommemorative Meetings of The i 
American Legion celebrating the 50th anniversary which were being held in 
Minneapolis at that time. I replied that I had no business to take care of 
insofar as £he National Public Relations Commission is concerned, further- 
more that the pressure of work in Washington was such that I could not 
leave at this time. He stated that he hoped to see me in Washington next 
week. 




Commander Patrick stated he wanted to issue a press release 
calling for an investigation by the FBI into the finances of the various 
dissident groups who would be demonstrating in Washington November 13, 
14 and 15, 1969. He asked what I thought about the matter. I told him that 
I was against this inasmuch as the FBI largely knew where such funds were 
coming from. He asked if they were coming from the communists. I told 
him that he should check into the fact that many of the so-called "students 
were from affluent families, and furthermore that he should check into the 
fact that certain misguided individuals and groups were furnishing funds 
to the dissidents. *

Col. Roscoe Turner, 74, a 
renowned air racer of the 
1930s with a showman's flair 
that prompted him to keep a 
lion named Gilmore in his 
cockpit, died yesterday in an 
Indianapolis hospital after a 
long illness. 

Eddie Rickenbacker, him- 
: self one of the nation's great 
flyers, said in 1938 that Col. 
Turner had done more for 
aviation than any man in 
the United States. 

Col. Turner's daring esca- 
pades in the sky won him a 
'host of trophies, including 
three victories each in the 
Thompson and Bendix races, 
considered tlie pinnacle of 
speed flying in their day. 

Among the trademarks 
that made Col. Turner a fa- 
miliar figure to flying en- 
thusiasts were his needle- 
pointed and waxed mus- 
tache .and the immaculate 
blue uniform that he de- 
signed for himself, along- 
with a diamond-encrusted 
$5,000 wing pin. 

Gilmore, the tame lion, 
flew more than 25,000 miles 
with Col. Turner. At hotels, 
so the story went, the flier 
would register simply, 
"Turner and Gilmore." In 
all, Col. Turner estimated 
that he had flown 3 million 
miles in his career. 

Later in life, he turned to 
business and became board 
chairman of the Roscoe 
Turner Aeronautical Corp., 
a flight school and aircraft 
sales and service facility at 
Indianapolis' Weir Cook Air- 
port. 

He also was a fervant ad- 
vocate of the use of bombers 
in wartime and seized as

States entered World War I, 
Col. Turner enljsted in the 
ambulance corps and even- 
tually was transferred to the 
balloon service as an ob- 
server. He won a commis- 
sion and was discharged in 
1919 as a first lieutenant. 

The title "colonel" came 
from his place on the staffs 
of the governors of Nevada 
and California. They 
awarded him the title after 
he carried them on a one- 
day flight from Washington 
to Los Angeles in 1932.
